SCHEME. 



Mr. Burster's railway scheme is be- 
fore the country. Half land anil half 
water, it is undeniably amphibious in 
it3 character, and as such will not be 
received with favor. His plan, briefly 
stated, is to build a line of railway from 
Victoria to the eastern shore of Saanicb 
Inlet; thence to establish and maintain 
a steam ferryboat connection to Shaw- 
nigan ; and from Shawnigan to build 
another railway to Nanaimo, The 
scheme will naturally take the fancy 
of the Saanicb people; but is the line 
practicable — would it pay? Hie pro- 
jector thinks yes; we cannot agree with 
him. To say nothing of the cost of 
maintaining and running a ferryboat 
(which would be heavy) the gravest 
consideration — that of time — has been 
lost sight of in the calculation. A 
train of car.j cculd r.ot. b_> taken 
from the ixe.als, shipped on 
board a boat, conveyed to the opposite 
shore, disembarked and placed in posi- 
tion on the rails again without the loss 
of at least one hour and a-half. The 
distance from Langford Lake to Shaw- 
nisjan is thirteen miles. That distance 
would be run in half an hour by a train 
moving at a mqdorato rate of speed, 
and there need be no delay. If it be 
true, as was stated at the meeting on 
Saturday, that there are days when a 
steam ferry boat could not cross the 
Inlet, delays of a day or more would 
frequently occur. This objection would 
bo quite sufficient to condemn the 
scheme. Now, if it appeared practi- 
cable at some future time to bridge 
Saanich Inlet; — if it could be demon- 
strated by scientific calculation— as the 
coming of comets is demonstrated — that 
within a few years an earthquake 
would gently dump the huge masses of 
rock that line either shore into the 
beautiful inlet and breasting back the 
ocean provide- a solid and enduring 
road bed for a railway,llieu would we be 
found patting Mr. BuNSTER on the 
back and advising monicd men to in- 
vest their millions in his amphibious 
scheme. But as to bridge it is pro- 
nounced impossible by Mr. Bdxster 
himself ; and as the ago of miracles has 
departed, we are reluctantly forced to 
the conviction that a company cannot 
be formod that will undertake the job. 
People who entertain a different opinion 
grasp at a shadow. 

But in saying this we do not depre- 
cate the agitation. On the contrary, 
we believe that it tends to keep alive 
popular interest in tho Island Railway, 
and that tho discussion will eventuate 
in the suggestion of a scheme for the 
construction of the Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
railway that will be entirely practi- 
cable. Therefore we say to Mr. BuN- 
stek, keep alive the tiro of your elo- 
quence and propound your plan fear- 
lessly throughout your district. You 
will at least cause people to put on 
their thinking caps. 

NO POLICY. 

The N. W. Herald is engaged in an- 
other fight with its more sedato and 
reliable contemporary. (Perhaps to 
term a rencontre in which ono man 
strikes and the other laughs a 
fight, is a misnomer; for the Guardian 
never replies to its carpish neighbor.) 
Tho present squabble concerns the 
railway. A few days ago the Guardian 
had a forcible article on the local 
Premier, pointing out his blunders. The 
editor was particularly severe in his 
referenco to Mr. Walkem's railway 
■mistakes. The Herald on Saturday 
flew to tho rescue of its master, and 
had the cool effrontery to ascribo the 
Bhortly-to-be-begun work on tho Yale 
route to Mr. Walkem's railway policy. 
What was supposed to bo that policy ? 
He introduced and carried through tho 
House a memorial to the Queen which 
required the commencement of railway- 
work within the Province in accordance 
xuith the Carnarvon Terms, and failing 
that secession. These terms demanded 
tho commencement of railway construc- 
tion at Nanaimo. Is the railway about 
to bo begun in accordance with the 
Carnarvon Terms 1 No. And does the 
Premier howl for secession ? No; he is 
as muto as a mussel when the tide is 
out. Now we can tell the Herald that 
Mr. Walkem had no railway policy at 
all; — that he was a non-believer in 
railway construction in the Province. 
Has our river contemporary forgotten 
Mr. Walkem's oft' repeated prediction 
— "that tho child yet unborn would not 
live to see tho fivst rail of the overland 
railway laid in British Columbia?" Has 
it forgotten his railway speech in the 
House in 1877 when he pronouueed 
"the railway dead" and offered to read 
tho funeral service. Has his speech at 
Kamloops in the fall of the same year 
slipped from the Herald's memory, 
when he stated "Marcos Smith has 
written the memorial inscription of the 
Canadian Pacilic railway on th<5 rocky 
side of Yellow Head Pass?" If the 
Herald can point to any portion of the 
record of Mr. Walkem that will place 
him on the railway question in a favor- 
able light before the country, we 
shall bo glad to publish it; but so far 
as momory .conies to our aid wo can 
And nothing of a creditable nature con- 
nected with the railway that can t be 
ascribed to Mr. Walkem.

This morn- 
ing when tho office boy called him 
there was no response and as upon re- 
petition silence prevailed the clerk ef- 
fected an entrance through tho tran- 
som and found that he was dead.

— The States Coun- 
cil of Ministers, the King proceeding, 
1ms decided to abolish the state of siege 
in the Basque provinces. In Nararre 
the waters of tho Ebro have fallen Kve 
metres. Railway traffic has been re- 
sumed. Additional reinforcements will 
be dispatched to Cuba immediately.

It is a 
stupid order, and being strongly denounc- 
cd by the press of the United States, will 
probably bo modified.

Senator Macdonald, Mr. Bunstor, 
M.P., and tho Chineso. 

Editor Colonist: — 1 am sorry to 
I trouble you tiguin with a matter that 
- cannot bo of much interest to tlio gen- 
j oral public, but the question having 
' resolved itself into one of veracity must 
i In: my excuse for on this occasion ap- 

■ pearing in print. Mr. Bunstor made 
| the charge against mo that 1 said "1 
I preferred n Chineso to a white woman 
j servant/' I denied tho charge, and 

accused Mr. Bunstor of untruthfulness, 
; and challenged him to prove by my evi- 
dence that he was. right. He lias fail- 
I cd to do so, although he confesses to 
' have seen tho evidence at Mr. Burnes'. 

I deny the charge again, and again 
j challenge Mr. Bunstor to prove his 
I words, and until ho does so 1 hold him 
; under tho odium of making n t.Jse 
I statement, and which, even if not made 
| maliciously, not knowing tho facts, ho 
1 is culpable as it wore in not having 
j taken tho trouble to ascertain the 
j truth. Mr. Bunstor has picked out of 
my evidence what he considers the 
weakest points, and again is dishonest 
in his quotations as he gives only a 
part of my answers. For instance, in 
my answer to the question, "On moral 
i grounds, then, you would not be in fa- 
i vor of prohibiting tho immigration of 
j those people into this country?" Ana — 

■ I do not think I would; I would, how- 
I over, prohibit all immorality. 1 do not 
j think that they are worse than the 
! laboring classes of other nationalities 
; in other countries. They gamble and 
I have their women of ill-fanio tho same 
t as white people." 

i That was my answer to the ques- 
j tion, Mr. Bunstor, it will be observed, 
i having given only a part of it. And 
] in this connection, and to explain 
! what was in my mind when giving my 
i evidence, my object vmi to give my 
own opinions for what they were worth, 
and not to say what would please or 
displease tho anti-Chinese Association 



by making reckless assertions which I, 
for one, could not substantiate. When 
I drow a comparison between white 
and Chineso women I had reference to 
tho debased classes in largo cities. The 
tenor of my evidence will show this 
connexion, and 1 havo yet to learn 
from all that I have read and heard 
that the Chinese are more degraded 
than the thousands who grovel in tho 
dons of vice in the cities of New York 
and London. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I will give you a 
quotation from Mr. Bunster's evidence 
before the Chineso Committee, and it 
will be seen who has insulted the wo- 
men of Victoria — ho or I. My refer- 
ence was to tho lowest grades in other 
countries, his to the host classes in Vic- 
toria. 

" Question — What is the opinion of 
the white population of tho Province 
of British Columbia, as far as you are 
aware, with respect to the Chinese? 
Is the feeling a friendly feeling or a 
feeling of hostility with regard to 
them? Answer — Tlio feeling of the 
masses of the people is strongly against 
them. 1 now refer to the peoplo that 
manufacture, and the peoplo who are 
trying to build up the country, and tho 
merchants and others, aside from what 
I call the snob-aristocracy. These peo- 
plo aro all against the Chinese, with 
that exception. There are a fewwould- 
bo aristocrats who like to put on frills, 
and thoy are fond of having Chinese 
servants. ' They think that it is some- 
thing grand, and something away up. 
They do not care about employing a 
aewash, though those who aro Indians 
are equally as good servants as are the 
Chinese, in my opinion. Tho Indians 
ought to be encouraged more, and if 
this was done we would not have 
Chinamen amongst us in such num- 
bers. Chinamen will come in and do 
somo things about a house, chores, ifec., 
which a white man is not supposed to 
do. For instance, tho lady of the 
house wants to take a bath, and they 
will think nothing of going and scrub- 
bing the woman of tho house in a bath 
tub — as I have been told." 

There, sir, is Mr. Bunster's evidonco 
without mutilation. He has niado a 
wholesale, unqualified chargo against 
every woman in Victoria who keeps 
a Chinaman of the most disgust- 
ing character, which I know will be 
condemned by the anti-Chinese Asso- 
ciation, who are all, as far as I know, 
truthful and respectable men. What 
can they think of thoir champion, Mr. 
Bunster, who would give such baso evi- 
dence basoiessly? Can it carry any 
weight? Can it do any good ? 

Mr. Bunster lot a big cat out of the 
bag at Saanich on Saturday. Ho told 
the people that lie was a candidate for 
the Governorship. I am sure the coun- 
try will feel gratified at the prospect. 
I would recommend him first not to 
becomo pound-keeper (leave that for 
me !) but got impounded for a season, 
for I believe when they get tho ani- 
mals in there they groom and wash 
them, and teach them cleanly, regular 
habits. Can you tell me, Mr. Editor, 
whether it is part of tho necessary 
training of persons aspiring to bo gov- 
ernors, previous to commencing public 
duties for the season, to appear with 
two black eyes and a cut head bound 
up in rngs ? If so I think there will 
be few candidates for the office. 

In conclusion, I challenge Mr. 
Bunster to prove his charge against me. 
I have deposited with tho Chairman of 
the anti-Chinese Society a copy of the 
evidence taken before tho committee at 
Ottawa, so that all who are interested 
may read for themselves and draw 
their own conclusions, and they cannot 
fail to notice that tho whole tenor of 
my evidence is against Chinese immi- 
gration.

Your reporter took down that 
gentleman's language as nearly as pos- 
sible word for wortl, and it appears 
somewhat strange to me that both my 
question and tlio reply to it wore alto- 
gether omitted from the Standard's re- 
port of the meeting.

Ottawa, Oct. 20. — Sir John Mac- 
donald's speech at Quebec contained 
this very pertinent fact, among others, 
that within this year there will bo 872 
miles of the Pacific Railway, either 
constructed being constructed, or un- 
der contract. 

Toronto, Oct. IS. — Tho price of 
sugar is steadily advancing in Montreal. 
Granulated in now 9Jc. per pound 
wholesale. 

An Albany, N.Y., jury has assessed 
Orson L. Orampton in $10,000 dam- 
ages for breach of promise, to marry 
his aunt. 

St. John, N.B., Oct. 19.- -A singu- 
lar suit was recently brought in the 
St. John City Court. A party who 
had in his possession a Bank of New 
Brunswick five dollar note placed it 
for safe keeping in one of his boots. 
Having got his feet wet tho note was 
stained and damaged and ho could not 
pass it off. He then presented it at tho 
bank counter, but payment was refus- 
ed. He next appealed to the Presi- 
dent, who laid the matter before the 
Directors, who decided not to redeem 
it. The holder sued the Bank in the 
City Court, the Bank defended, and 
the Court gavo judgment in favor of 
the holder. 

In tho Criminal Court to-day the 
grand jury returned a true bill against 
Alexander Molson for fraudulent ap- 
propriation as a trustee of tho amount 
of 100, tho lawful property of Flor- 
ence Ida Ann Molson, wife of Henry 
Sandfickl Macdonald, on the 10th Sep- 
tember, 1075. 

Toronto, Oct. 19.--Tho Great West- 
ern Railway half-yearly report has 
been issued. The half year's net re- 
venuo exhibits a deciency of over .£10,- 
000 stg. The credit balance from the 
previous half year reduces this to £6,- 
000, which forms a chargo against 
future revenue. The dividend on the 
prefereneo stock was also carried for- 
ward to the debit of the next half year. 
The Directors^ look hopefully on tho 
prospects of tho current six months. — 
Globe. 

The Deal brothers have beon found 
guilty of kidnapping Mr. Jaffray. Tho 
jury recommended them to morcy. 

Tho Montreal Artisans' Building 
Society has resolved to go into liquida- 
tion. Liabilities, §194,000; assets, 
$175,000. 

Toronto, Oct. 24. — At a meeting of 
Hanlan's friends this evening, it was 
unanimously decided to forward to 
Courtney the amended articles for tho 
next raco on Lake Chautauqua, for the 
original purso of §6,000. Tho day 
named for the race is tho 6th of Nov- 
ember. Tho articles will bo mailed to 
Courtney to-morrow. 

Montreal, Oct. 20. — The verdict of 
"guilty" in the caso of Sir Francis 
Hincks, was hardly expected, the gen- 
eral impression being that the jury 
would be divided. Howover, the 
Judge charged strongly against Sir 
Francis, and tho charge having been 
preceded by tho forcible address of Mr. 
Ritchie for the private prosecution, tho 
verdict is scarcely to be wondered at. 
The public here generally received it 
with favor, although bankers speak 
strongly against tho chargo of the 
judge, which they declare was one- 
sided. He said there appeared to him 
to be a great deal of mystory about the 
whole of the bank's business of late, 
and he must confess he could not un- 
derstand how it was possible for a bank 
to borrow $1,000,000, and the Presi- 
dent not to know it. The learned 
judgo (Monk) manifested considerable 
emotion in his charge. The penalty is 
imprisonment for not more than two 
years. Some points havo, howover, 
been reserved for the full Bench. 

London, Oct, 19. — Mr. Burke, the 
present Reform representative for 
West Durham in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, recognizing tho desire that the 
country should r< ap the advantage of 
the great abilities of tho Hon. Edward 
Blake in the House of Commons, has 
come forward and tendered his resig- 
nation. 

Toronto, Oct. 27. — Although Han- 
Ian has telegraphed that he will not go 
to England for the present, he relin- 
quished the title to the Sportsman 
challenge cup or the championship, but 
will probably row the winner of tho 
Boyd-Elliott match in February next. 
Should Boyd win, ho has promised to 
come out to Canada to row, and, in 
that case, the battle for the English 
aquatic champi ia '4ihip will be fought 
out on Toronto Bay. 

Toronto, Oct. 29. — Hanlan will al- 
low Trickott of Australia $1,500 to 
come here and row, or he will go to 
Australia if his friends here will pay a 
part of the expenses. 

Montreal, Oct. 28. — The Exchange 
Bank will resume payment Monday 
next. 

London, Out., Oct. 26. — One foot of 
snow fell this morning. Great damage 
was done to fruit and shade trees. 



English Mail.

The Liberal papers say tho protended 
quarrel between Russia and Germany, 
which has so oxercised the editors of 
newspapers, is tho greatest piece of moon- 
shine ever yot presented to the world in 
the guise of a fact, Tho mere circum- 
stanco of Princo Gortschakoff having pro- 
tended to mako a confidant of all Europe 
through a French newspaper is onough to 
prove this. It is rdl a pieco of acting, 
clumsy and transparent enough (yot 
neither too transparent nor too clumsy, 
as would appear, to docoivo the newspaper 
critics), intohdod to throw dust in the 
eyes of Englarid and France, and, above 
all, to lead Austria to her ruin and dis- 
membermont. Tho notion of Russia mak- 
ing and alliance with Franco, after tho 
telegram of the Emporor William thank- 
ing the Czar for preventing Franco from 
getting allies and attributing to him the 
main influonco in tho triumph of Prussia 
— this notion is too absurd for any but a 
loador-writer. The notions which ovory 
man must got into his head who wishes 
to understand European politics aro these: 

1. Russia and Germany are closely allied. 

2. Tho victims of this alliance aro intend- 



ed to bo Turkey, Austria, Franco and 
England. U. A real alliance between 
England, Franco, Turkey and the smaller 
States will upset tho whole conspiracy. 

The body of a young lady, aged appar- 
ently about 18 years, well dressed, has 
beon discovered floating in tho river 
Thames. On one of the fingers deceased 
had a gold engaged ring chased with two 
lovers' knots. Besides somo ordinary 
jewelry, such as watch and chain, brace- 
lots and earrings, sho woro round hor 
neck, suspended from a coral necklet, an 
oval locket, w'th a monogram "S. F. F." 
engraved on it, which contained tho por- 
trait of a young man in a riding dress, 
about deceased's own ago. On boing con- 
voyed to the mortuary somo letters were 
found in deceased's peckotbook, one of 
which ran as follows : 

" Darling Stanley — When you hoar I 
have boon found, and that my devoted 
faith to you has always been my one 
hopeful stay, you will, I entreat, pray, as 
I havo done, that I shall bo pardoned 
above for this very wicked act, in destroy- 
ing my wretched lite; but my lovo foryou 
was so great that I could not live but in 
it and your esteem, and as you deemed 
mo unworthy, I have no other course but 
thi3. I forgivo you for your - unworthy 
suspicion, and pray you will not grieve 
for mo. Your devoted Clara. 

An envolope was found addressod to 
Mr. Stanley F. Francis, Vine Cottage, 
Kilburn, and this gentleman, with tho 
mother and father of tho deceased, who 
reside in Elgin Crescent, Notting Hill, 
came and identified tho body as that of 
their daughter, Clara Lotitia Rodmond. 

London, Oct. 29.— The rate of discount 
for three months' bills in open market in 
London is 1| per cent, which is 1 per 
cent, below tho Bank of England rate. 

An Alexandria correspondent reports 
that Cleopatra's Needle, while being re- 
moved for shipment to the United States, 
was seized by the creditors of tho Egyptian 
Government. 

The Economist says: There has been less 
activity in tho Stock Exchange, except in 
United States and Canadian railways; tho 
former aro advancing as madly as ovor, 
and the Canadian linos seem to havo . 
caught the infection. 

Sir Stafford Northcoto is a man of cour- 
ago and ability; but all his resolution will 
bo wanted to copo with tho argumonting 
deficiencies of tho Exchequer in tho man- 
ner in which they should bo dealt with. 
Ho foresaw, whon he introduced his Budg- 
et in tho first week of April, a declining 
revenue, and he made allowances in his 
estimates for diminishing rccoipts; but 
the falling off in tho main stays of his 
finance has air ady been more than ho an- 
ticipated as the result of a twelvemonth. 
Tho Customs brought in last year £20,- 
316,000. So Sir Stafford Northcoto mod- 
estly estimated tho receipt of this yoar at 
£20,000,000, thus anticipating a decline 
of £316,000. Tho falling off in tho half- 
yrar that has expired has beon £438,000. 
Ho thought tho Exciso duties might yield 
him £27,270,000, instead of £27,400,000, 
showing an estimated decline of £130,000. 
Tho actual declino already realized has 
beon £593,000. So, again, tho produce 
of tho land tax and house duty has fallen 
off in six months more than he thought it 
would fall off in twelve. The only item 
in which ho has been fortunate has been 
that of stamps, and this, as ho himself 
explained in his budget, is duo to acci- 
dental variations in legacy and succession 
duty receiptB.

New York, Oct. 22.— A Washington 
special says there was a sensation in tho 
Supreme Court yesterday, whon associato 
Juatico Field read a dissenting opinion 
from the judgment of the majority of the 
Court against tho constitutionality of tho 
Thurnan Funding Bill. Field's opinion 
was a very bold assertion of tho doctrine 
of Statos rights, and was full of politics. 
Ho took oven more decided grounds than 
wore assumed last session of Congress by 
the Democrats, and candidly charged his 
follow members of tho Bench with a dan- 
gerous tendency to nationalism and cen- 
tralization. He was so outspoken as to 
causo genuine surpriso among his fellow 
justices, and the offect upon tho bar was 
startling.
